Legislature Votes 
4% Sales Tay--- 


Effective July 1st 


As a result of action of the 


Maine Legislature there have 


been several amendments to the 
Sales Tax Law. All but one will 
be effective ninety days after ad- 
journment of the Legislature 
and willbe explained at a later 
date by the Bureau of Taxation. 
The amendment increasing the 
rate of the, Sales Tax from 39¢ 
to 4% is. effective July 1. 

On and after July 1, 1963, a 
4% tax must be collected by all 
persons selling tangible person- 
al property to consumers in 
Maine and upon the rental 
charged for living quarters 
jn hotels, rooming houses, 
tourist or trailer camps, A 4% 
Use ‘ax will also apply to all 
such proverty purchased out- 
side the state on and after July 
1, for use within the state. 

Sales made after dune 30, 
pursuant to contracts entered 
into before that date, will be 
subject to the 496 tax. 

Effective July 1, the bracket 
schedule found in the Sales and 
Use Tax Law wil pemnit re- 
tailers 10 add the equivalent of 
the tax on individual sales be- 
ginning at 11 cents, rather than 
15 cents as at present. The new 
tax bracket sehedule will be: 
Amountof Sale Price Amt. of Tax 
# 1 to 10 inclusive 0 cents 


Al to .25 inclusive 1 cent 
26 to 40 inclasive 2 cents 
51 to 75 inclusive 3 cents 
76 to 09 inclusive 4 cents 


For sales of $1.00 or more the 
tax shall be 4 cents for each 
whoie dollars plus the amount 
above indicated for fractional 
parts of a dollar.
